A C H A N C E T O S U S P E N D P U B L I C A T I O N . 


The St. Paul Globe has suspended. It has suspended because it w asn’t 


giving “ Jim” Hill a “ run for his m oney.” Y o u see, the trouble was that 


everybody knew it was Mr. H ill’s paper and was operated as spokesman for 


the public service corporations in which he is interested. 
T h e Globe was 


a good newspaper; it was well edited, abundantly supplied with news re­ 


sources and attractive in its features. But it could not get the business, be­ 


cause it had not the sym pathy of the popular element. 


But that was not the reason that it suspended. It suspended, so those 


w ho are familiar with the situation say, because it was known to be a com ­ 


mercial organ of the Hill monopolies, and being so known, it lacked the 


very influence for which it was wanted; it could not create public senti­ 


m ent in favor of the things it was intended to "boost.” 


Relative to the Globe, a kindred spirit in L a Crosse, the Leader-Press, 


has had this to say: 


“ The suspension of that clean, newsy, well-edited 
newspaper, 
the St Paul Globe, after a generation of usefulness will probably 
be a greater surprise to the business men of St. Paul w ho failed 
to support it than to newspapers w ho have 
been 
w atching 
the 
G lobe’s course the last year. T h e Globe is obliged to discontinue 
not because it is not a good newspaper, It has recently added new 
features, enlarged its Sunday edition and enlivened it 
and 
made 
great strides in circulation, but these improvements, while m aking 
it a better paper, also largely increased the expense of publishing 
it, and the grow ing expense not being followed by a corresponding 
grow th in revenue, the Globe has decided to ‘pass out of the life 
of a Comunity whose business interests cannot furnish the support 
necessary to a respected and honorable future.’

Paris, April 22. — After a notable 
s e n ice of nearly eight years in the di­ 
rection of foreign affairs Teophile Del- 
easse has informed President of the 
Council Bouvier of his desire and in­ 
tention to resign. 
This announcement 
came as a surprise aud shock to M. 
Delcasse’s colleagues of the cabinet, 
who immediately took steps to endeav­ 
or to secure a reconsideration of his 
determination. 
A cabinet council was 
held, at which M. Bouvier, in the ab­ 
sence of M. Delcasse, laid the situa­ 
tion before the ministers. 
It was the 
unanimous determination of the coml 
oil that the interest of the country a t 
this particular time required that M 
Delcasse retain the portfolio of foreign 
affairs. 


A p p ea l to D elca sse to Stay. 
Accordingly, at the conclusion of the 
council, M. Bouvier proceeded to the 
Quai d’Orsay, where he held an ex­ 
tended conference with the minister of 
foreign affairs. The president of the 
council, voicing the wishes of Presi­ 
dent Loubet and the ministers, earnest­ 
ly besought M. Delcasse to retain his 
place in the cabinet. It is evident that 
j M. B ouviers earliest appeal caused M. 
; Delcasse to waver in his determina­ 
tion. When the president of the coun- 
i cil came from the interview he stated 
to his colleagues that lie bore a favor­ 
able impression of its results. M. Del­ 
casse, he said, had given no final an­ 
swer, but had promised to reserve his 
determination until today, when a final 
answer will be given. 
It is believed 
th at M. Delcasse will yield to the In­ 
sistence of President Loubet aud the 
president of the council. 


VVkj H e tV au ti to Q uit. 
The motives leading up to M. Del­ 
casse's sudden determination to retire 
from the cabinet are primarily attrib­ 
uted to internal controversies over the 
Moroccan question; and this to some 
extent has been accentuated by simi­ 
lar controversies over 
French 
neu­ 
trality iii the F ar East. 
The opposi­ 
tion has been quick to seize upon both 
questions, and headed by Socialists and 
Nationalists has directed its criticisms 
against M. Delcasse. 
The 
Socialist 
criticisms have beeu particularly vehe­ 
ment during recent days on the Moroc­ 
can question, and this appears to have 
finally decided M. Delcasse to surren­ 
der the question into other hands. 
It 
is felt that his retirement now would 
be hailed in Germany as a German 
triumph, and this is one of the main 
considerations leading M. Bouvier to 
earnestly appeal to M. Delcasse to re­ 
main iii the foreign office. 


M akes a P ro fo u n d Im p ressio n . 
The news of M. Delcasse’s intentions 
made a profound 
impression in the 
chamber of deputies, where it was first 
treated with incredulity. 
Later, how­ 
ever, when M. Delcasse questioned the 
government upon the neutrality ques­ 
tion, and M. Bouvier- replied instead of 
M. Delcasse, it was realized that the 
report had solid foundation.
